It  will  be  noted  that  the  County  case  cost  per  person  in  the 
Town  of  Hudson  is  $.43  below  the  State  average  while  Town 
cases  are  $1.05  less  than  the  average  for  the  entire  State. 

Any  constructive  suggestions  as  to  how  to  reduce  the  cost 
of  relief  will  be  welcomed  by  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

A  considerable  amount  of  the  over-draft  of  the  Relief 
appropriation  was  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  the  State  appro- 
priation by  which  the  Towns  received  a  percentage  of  relief 
granted  was  exhausted  in  April.  This  made  it  necessary  for  the 
Towns  to  finance  the  entire  cost  from  then  until  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year  on  Jan.  31,  1939. 

In  order  that  the  taxpayers  may  be  acquainted  with  the 
change  in  the  Pauper  Law  relative  to  settlement  the  following  is 
self-explanatory: 

Domicile.  Any  person  of  the  age  of  twenty  one  years  who 
shall  have  had  his  domicile  in  any  town  in  this  state  for  five 
consecutive  years  shall  thereby  gain  a  settlement  in  such  town. 
Section  2.  Abandonment  of  Domicile :  A  former  settlement 
shall  be  lost  upon  the  abandonment  for  five  consecutive  yearls  of 
the  domicile  by  which  the  settlement  was  gained.  Section  3. 
Assistance  to  Paupers.  Any  settlement  obtained  under  the  pro- 
visions hereof  shall  be  lost  by  any  person  who  has  been  assisted 
as  a  pauper  for  five  consecutive  years.     Therefore,  County  cases 
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are  those  persons  who  have  lived  within  the  Town  for  five  years 
and  have  received  relief  yearly  durin<(  that  time.  Town  cases 
are  those  persions  who  have  gained  a  residence  by  living  in  the 
Town  five  consecutive  years  but  who-  have  not  been  assisted 
yearly  during  that  time.  Consequently,  in  order  that  a  permanent 
record  be  kept  in  order  to  determine  the  status  of  any  person  on 
relief  it  is  necessary  that  the  names  and  classifications  appear 
yearly  in  the  Town  Report  as  follows :

REPORT  OF  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Hudson : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  m}'  report  for  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1939. 

Again  this  year,  we  only  had  one  case  of  reportable  conta- 
gious disease  (a  case  of  Scarlet  Fever)  and  only  one  quarantined. 

I  again  wish  to  ask  all  persons  using  the  Public  Dump  to  put 
their  rubbish  over  the  edge  of  the  dump,  for  those  who  carelessly 
dump  on  top  of  the  dump  have  to  help  pay  in  their  taxes  the  cost 
of  having  it  put  over  the  edge. 

O'ne  case  of  violation  of  Health  Regulations  was  taken  to 
Court.  A  decision  in  the  town's  favor  was  made  in  local  Court. 
This  was  appealed  thru  to  the  State  Supreme  Court,  and  each 
time  a  decision  was  made  in  favor  of  the  town. 

Many  of  you  do  not  realize  the  scope  of  and  the  many  duties 
that  are  being  put  onto  the  Health  Officers  of  the  towns. 

I  am  listing  a  few  of  them  for  your  information.  The  duties 
of  Health  Officer,  under  the  various  laws,  include :  Investigation 
and  Abatement  of  Nuisances  and  Complaints ;  Investigation, 
Quarantining  and  Reports  of  Contagious  Diseases  and  Enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  relating  thereto;  Various  Kinds  of  Inspections, 
and  any  other  matters  concerned  with  protection  of  Public  Health ; 
Water  Supplies,  Toilets,  Pollution  of  Public  Waters,  Inspection 
of  Barber  Shops  and  Eating  Places,  and  where  no  Plumbing 
Board,  to  inspect  all  new  plumbing. 

During  the  flood  of  1938,  there  were  15  cellars  flooded  and 
assistance  was  given  to  ten  of  these  home  owners  in  draining  their 
cellars.  The  drainage  ditch  running"  from  the  Gregis  place  to  the 
Hardy  land  was  cleaned  of  grass  and  dirt  to  its  original  depth, 
draining  many  pools  that  were  breeding  spots  for  mosquitos,  etc. 

Health  clinics  were  conducted  in  May,  1938,  in  the  Grange 
Hall,  one  hundred  and  six  children  being  examined.  Two  series 
of  Mothercraft  Lectures  given  there  were  under  the  auspices  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  and  supervision  of  Mrs.  Marie  L. 
Fahey,  R.  N. 
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A  Dental  Clinic  was  also  conducted  on  June  23  and  August 
25.     Forty-one  children  were  treated  at  these  clinics.

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

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Report    of    School    Board 

At  the  last  regular  school  meeting,  the  School  Board,  sup- 
plemented by  three  other  memibers,  was  authorized  to  study  the 
housing  conditions  in  Hudson  and  to  make  such  recommendation 
for  added  facilities  as  they  deemed  necessary.  When  it  was  an- 
nounced that  more  funds  would  be  available  for  a  P.  W.  A.  grant 
from  the  Government,  this  committee  took  the  necessary  steps  to 
make  application  for  a  grant. 

The  first  requirement  of  the  Federal  Government  was  an 
outline  of  the  proposed  building,  with  need  for  the  same.  When 
the  plans  were  sufficiently  completed  and  an  authorization  for  a 
grant  had  been  approved  by  the  Federal  Government,  a  special 
School  District  meeting  was  held  and  the  building  committee 
was  authorized  to  have  constructed  a  six  room  Junior  High 
School  building  with  facilities  for  Domestic  Arts,  Manual  Train- 
ing, Science  and  a  combination  auditoriumrgymnasium'.  The 
Project  not  to  cost  in  excess  of  $85,000. 

After  many  meetings  and  after  viewing  school  houses  of  re- 
cent construction  in  various  places  in  the  state,  the  plans  and  spe- 
cifications were  comipleted.  These  plans  and  specifications  were 
then  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  by  the 
Federal   Government. 

Bids  for  the  construction  of  the  building  were  then  solicited 
through  advertising  in  the  state  papers,  as  required  by  the  Public 
Works  Administration,  and  the  contract  was  awarded.  Work  on 
the  building  is  now  progressing  at  a  fast  rate  and  it  will  be  com- 
pleted for  use  when  school  opens  in  Septemiber.  The  seventh  and 
eighth  grades  will  be  moved  from  the  present  Webster  School 
building  to  the  new  school  and  this  will  permit  the  closing  of  the 
Portable  and  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  rooms. 

During  the  year.  No.  9  school  house,  on  the  Derry  Road, 

was  sold  to  Mr.  Grant  Jasper.     A  coal  stoker,  using  buckwheat 
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coal,  has  hfcn  installed  in  the  Center  IniiUlinL'.  it  has  greatly 
reduced  the  reciuired  janitor  service.  It  has  reduced  the  fuel  ex- 
pense in  this  school  and  keeps  the  school  roonis  at  a  more  uni- 
form temperature.

There  are  3  more  children  attending  the  elementary  schools 
than  on  a  similar  date  last  year.  A  total  of  178  children  have 
been  enrolled  in  the  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools  this  year. 
This  is  the  same  as  last  year.  It  now  appears  that  there  will 
be  130  enrolled  in  the  Senior  High  School  next  year,  and  $13,000 
must  be  provided  to  pay  for  their  tuition. 

The  special  School  District  meeting  on  August  30,  1938 
authorized  the  construction  of  a  badly  needed,  new  school  building 
to  accommodate  the  pupils  in  grades  7-8-9.  This  building  will  be 
ready  for  use  in  September,  1939. 

This  will  enable  the  closing  of  the  Portable  building  and  the 
room  in  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  building.  The  first  six  grades,  with  the 
exception  of  Hudson  Center,  will  be  accommodated  in  the  Webster 
School. 

Present  figures  indicate  that  there  will  be  about  325  children 
at  the  Webster  School  and  170  children  at  the  Junior  High. 

The  program  of  studies  for  the  Junior  High  School  will  be 
practically  the  same  as  that  offered  at  Nashua  Junior  High. 
Thus  our  boys  and  girls  will  be  prepared  to  enter  Nashua  High 
School  on  the  same  basis  as  those  entering  froin  Nashua  Junior 
High.  By  having  the  ninth  grade  in  Hudson  the  present  break 
between  grade  eight  and  nine,  with  the  necessary  adjustment,  will 
be  prevented,  which  will  mean  greater  accomplishment  on  the 
part  of  the  individual  pupil. 
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Because  of  the  large  number  of  children  who  are  transported 
in  grades  one  to  eight  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  school 
hours  of  the  Junior  High  School  conform  to  those  of  the 
Webster  School.  This  will  mean  that  a  great  man}^  of  the  boys 
and  girls  in  grade  nine  will  be  able  to  go  home  at  noon  for  a 
hot  dinner. 

Standard  tests  were  given  last  year  and  will  be  given  again 
this  year.  These  tests  serve  two  ptu-poises :  firfet.  as  'a  dia- 
gnostic measure  to  determine  the  material  which  the  individual 
child  does  not  know  and  thus  aid  the  teacher  in  the  presentation 
of  her  daily  work ;  second,  to  determine  where  the  individual  child 
stands  in  each  subject  and  in  the  average  of  his  work  as  a  whole, 
when  compared  with  all  of  the  children  in  his  grade  and  with 
thousands  of  children  all  over  the  country  who  have  been  given 
the  same  test. 

An  effort  is  being  made  to  adapt  the  school  work  to  the 
individual  ability  and  need  of  each  child.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

February   14,   1939 

To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board,  and  Citizens  of  Hudson,  I 

submit  my  report  as  School  Nurse  from  February   1938  to 

February  1939.

In  the  fall  a  general  survey  was  made  in  the  Junior  High 
department.  The  children  and  teachers  were  skin-tested  by 
Doctor  Robert  Kerr  from  the  New  Hampishire  Tuberculosis 
Association.  It  proved  most  gratifying  to  find  that  of  the 
number  tested  only  fourteen  children  reacted.  Those  were  X-rayed 
and  physically  examined  and  found  to  be  incipient  gland  cases, 
yet  they  are  closely  watched  and  frequently  checked  upon. 

We  were  fortunate  in  having  the  loan  of  the  Audiometer 
from  the  State  Board  of  Education  thus  enabling  a  more  accurate 
hearing  test  to  be  given  to  the  children  of  grades  two  through 
Jr.  High. 

The  regular  Thursday  morning  dental  clinic  is  well  attended — - 
169  children  having  had  their  work  completed  in  the  past  year. 
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Cod  Liver  Oil  is  continued  in  Grades  one  to  six  inclusive, » 
this  being  made  possible  from  donations  from  ])arents  and  the 
Webster  Teachers  Association.  At  Hudson  Center,  Cod  Liver 
Oil  is  financed  by  donations  from  parents  and  a  card  party  is 
sponsored  by  the  Teachers  and  an  interested  group  in  the  Com- 
munity. 

The  hot  limch  is  a  valuable  asset  to  the  children  of  the  Web- 
ster School  wbo  are  unable  to  get  home  for  dinner. 

The  fine  cooperation  of  the  teachers  and  parents  helps  greatly 
to  promote  the  health  program  and  it  is  appreciated.
